Replying on July 6, the Committee 
requested that the Chamber be ktpt 
informed ng to the oulcome of the in- 
vestigations by the Automobile Asso- 
ciation and the suggestion was con- 
veyed that an experiment be made by 
the introduction of a 
hour silent zone in certain defined 
areas, In conjunction with a Hmilla- 
tion of speed to fifteen miles per hour 
and the posting up of notices In Eng- 
lish and Chinese requesting the co- 
operation of pedestrians, 

In reply to a reminder, the Auto- 
mobile Assocluttion on January 24, 
1039, forwarded copy of n report by 
the Association's supervisor, based 
upon observations at the junction of 
Pedder Street and Des Vocux Read. 
The view of the Associatlon was ¢x- 
pressed that no useful purpose would 
be served by posting up notices to 
pedestrians, as suggested by the 
Chamber, nor wags the Imposition of 
a speed limit considered of much ad- 
vantage unless pollce were constantly 
on duty to enforce It.

REDUCTIONS SOUGHT 


Harbour Light Dues And 
Buoy Rents 


Renewed representations for -re- 
ductions in charges “in Hongkong 
affecting shipping were made by the 
Chamber of Commerce in n letter to 
the Hongkong Government, dated 
September 14, states the Chamber’s 
annual report. 

In regard to Ilght dues, the Cham- 
ber’s letter 
understanding: of the position was thit 
the Increased scale of Ilght dues 
which became effective on January 
1, 1931 (subsequently modified by 
Government Notification No, 147, 
dated March 9, 1933), was purely for 
the purpose of nugmenting local 
revenue; it was not claimed that 
additional facilities to shipping had 
been provided by Government to 
justify the increase. In the Govern- 
ment’s last Ictter on this subject 
(dated February 8, 1936), it had been 
intimated that, in the then financlal 
condition of the Colony, Government 
was unable to mect the wishes of 
the Chamber for a reduction, 

-The Committee submitted thit the 
present very favourable financial 
position of the Colony warranted 
some udjustment in these charges 
which were considered by shipping 
companies to constitute an undue 
burden. . 

The Chamber's letter continued: 
“Shipping Companies have atso ask- 
ed that renewed representations be 
made for the abolition of fees for 
permits to work cargo on Sundays, in 
view of the fuct that the shipping 
trade is the only one which is charged 
for working on Sunday, and previous 
correspondence suggests that the only 
reason for maintaining these fees is 
that Government needs the revenue. 


Buoy Rent Practice 


“My Committee also desires to 
refer to the present practice whereby 
buoy rent is payable from the hour 
at which the buoy in question is 
engaged. In order to ensure that a 
particular buoy will be available for 
an incoming ship, it Is‘necessary to 
make application at Ieast one day in 
advanee of arrival. ‘In almost all 
instances shipping companies are 
therefore in the position of having, to 
pay one day's additional and entirely 
unnecessary buoy rent,” 

The Chamber's letter concluded by 
expressing the hope that favourable 
consideration would be given to the 
request of shipping companies that 
buoy rent be payable from the time 
of the anticipated arrival at the buoy 
of the vessel concerned.

That famous fire-breather, Signor 
Farinnacci, issues a trumpet call to 
these weak brethten—the whiners .in 
the party. ‘Our young men,’ he 
says, ‘wish to live in a state of 
spiritual mobllisation: from the first 
to the lust day of the year, with but 
au single hope, that af being called 
on to fight’. The very vchemence of 
this rhetorle leads one to suspect the 
extent of the revolt against the 
doctrine of eternal agitation.”

Then in the south, 
the Iawellin-Nanning [Indo-China 
Border highway, The third high- 
way is the Yunnan-Burma highway, 
running from’ Kunming vin Tetanit- 
yuen and Paoshan to Anting. There 
-the highway branches to the north 
to Bhnmo on the Irrawaddy River to 
Anting and is 610 miles, that from 
Anting to Lashio, 116 rniles, and that 
from Anting to Bhamo 110 miles. 
Both sections are In Burmese terri- 
ory. Direct | communication is 
avaiinble from Lashto and Bhamo to 
Rangoon, the capital of Burma, 

“The Yunnan-Burma — highway's 
construction was begun in August, 
1937. Not until recently, however, 
were finishing touches «dded, such 
ns the necessary surfacing nnd 
strengthening of roadbeds and 
bridges, thus bringing the entire 
highway up to war requirements. 
However, improvement work’ is still 
being kept up In the hope that even 
during the rainy season, now fast 
approaching, the road may still be 
used for. transportation.

The streets. present a mass of 
debris and tangled wires and the air 
Is thick with smoke, All light and 
telephone services were cut off when 
the muin wires in the business orea 
were shattered, When the raid 
ended the streets were clogged with 
masses of Chinese swarming to the 
banks of-the-Yangtse.and-the Central 
‘Park carrying belongings saved from 
the flre-swept areas. 


QUICKLY OVER 


The raid was evidently deliberately 
designed to wipe out the city as the 
ralders flew over the city twice and 
then from up river swept over the 
bridge holding the business and re- 
sidential area, unloading all the 
bombs In less than two minutes and 
not attempting to bomb the Govern- 
ment -ureus. During the bombing 
the Japanese .machine-gunned the 
population and the alr was many 
times filled with shrapnel from anti-~ 
afrcraft guns and machine gun bul- 
Icts. The Yangtse was filled with 
debris when several sampans were 
destroyed, the bombs hitting the 
river edge, 

The casualties are estimated at 
500, including 100 dend, but details 
will not be available until the fires 
subside and the debris is uncovered. 

Some reports place the casualties 
at 1,000, because 2 bomb buried a 
refugee building in which there were 
300 refugees, but {t is now known 
whether all were kilied. 

Four newspapers including the 
Ta Kung Pao, Hain Wah Pao, and 
Hsin Su Pao, Szechuen dally, were 
struck, the latter being unable to 
resume publication soon because the 
plant was destroyed. 

A demolition bomb hit the alr 
defence headquarters. where. large 
stores of gasolene and, oll. in a 
godown were set on fire and quickly 
became an inferno, :

REORGANISATION REQUESTED 
Tokyo, May 3. 

It is understood that reorganisa- 
tion of the administrative system in 
the International. Settlement was 
proposed when Mr, Renzo Sawada, 
the Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
received the British Ambassador, Sir 
Robert Craigic, and the American 
Ambassodor, Mr. Joseph Grew, this 
afternoon. 

The communication which was 
made orally, was understood to have 
followed inter-Ministerial consulta- 
tlons between the Forelgn, War and 
Navy Ministrics. Both the British 
and American.envoys promised to 
convey the Japancse desires to thelr 
respective home Governments, 

The communication follows: 

“The administrative structure and 
systems of the Settlement are defec= 
tive in many respects, rendering 
them wholly unsuitable to the present 
situation, Including the land regula- 
tlons on which the administration of 
the Settlement fs based. - 

The provisions of the Land Regula- 
tlons now in force, save on some 
minor points, remaln exactly the 
same as those of the Land Regula- 
tions of 1866. 

“Several years ago, the question 
of reform of the Municipal Council 
was discussed In the Press in Shang- 
hai. It was then pointed out that 
the system of clection for the Muni- 
cipal Council was undemocratic and 
{hat the Dritish monopolsed- im- 
portant offices in the Municipal 
Council and held ah overwhelming 
majority In the Council. 

“The volce of the Japanese com- 
munity, despite the enormous Japan- 
ese interests there, is not given a 
due and folr expresafon in the ad- 
ministration of the Settlement, 

“New regimes distinct and separate 
from the Chiang Kai-shek regime 
have come into existence and are 
functioning. It js most desirable, 
thercfore, that the Settlement au- 
thorities should closely. 

“Some measures must be im- 
mediately taken,. Consideration 
should be given to the position of the 
Chinese Court of Justice existing 
within the Settlement. The: grants 
of land registers held in custody. by 
the Municipal~ Councli must de 
speedily sctticd. .

[RENEWAL OF LEASES 
Chamber Of Commerce And 
Government Policy 
An interesting ‘position rogarding the renowal-of Crown leases 
has arisen recently and the Hongkong General. Chamber of Com- 


merce is at present considering the matter. Mention of this is 
‘made in the iene report of the Chamber, which reviews tho whole 


situation, It says: 


In Hongkong, ownership of land js 
with a very few exceptions—in leasc- 
hold from the Crown. Some navul 
and ‘military lands, and St. John's 
Cathedral and preelnets, are held In 
fee simple. The oldest lenses grant- 
cd were for 75 yenrs. In 1849, lenses 
for 999'yeara were authorised, and 
existing 75 your Ieuses were convert- 
ed necordingly. In the cithties of 
Inst’ century the fssuc of 999 year 

~leasen” ceased, atid 75 “year lenses 
without: option of renewal were re- 
Introduced. About 1890 the stondard 
perlod: became 76 years, renewable 
for another 76 yenrs, withaut pay- 
ment of premium, nt a Crown Rent 
to be hssessed by the Director of 
Publle ‘Works o# a falr rental value 
of the. zround at the date of re- 
newat. -This is now the usual period 
of tenure, : 

In the Leased Territories the sys- 
tem of tenure was originally a 75 
years tense from 1898 with on option 
of renewal to a dnte just within the 
period of the New Territories lease 
(which rung for 09 yeurs from 1898), 
With the efflux of me shorter and 
shorter Jenses have thus been granted 
in the New Territories. 

The ,General Committee of the 
Chamber fad under consideration 
during 1938 Government policy con- 
cerning the renewal of the Icases for 
15 years, without an option of ree 
newnl, entered into nbout 1835, as to 


which representations had been re- 
celved that differences of opinion 
had arisen between property owners 
and the Government. Desiring to 
develop their property, certaln own- 
ers enquired ns to the terms upon 
which Government would be pre- 
pared to issue an extension of their 
tennncy for a further 75 years after 
expiry: of the first 75 years. The 
Government replied that a premium, 
would “be- payable, also increased 
Crown Rent for the remainder of 
the first 75 years perlod, at the expiry 
of which ‘the ‘lease holder would be 
entitled to n renewal for a further 
term of 75 years nt such rent as shall 
be fixed by the Director of Public 
Works as the fair nnd rensonnble 
rental vale of the ground at the 
date of such renewal, 


Enormous Increase 


The flgure mentioned by Govern- 
ment as representing the increased 
Crown Rent which would be payable 
wus, in some cases, five tImes the 
amount at present paid by the hold- 
ers of such leases. The amount of 
premium payable varied according to 
{he property, One owner of property 
on the Peak submitted that, under 
these ttrms, he would be called upon 
to pay mn additional sum of ap- 
proxImiately $7,000 over the unexpired 
portion of his present Crown Lease,

Committes Appointed 


A special Committee of the Cham- 
ber (of which the members were the 
Hon. Mr. J. J. Paterson, the Hon. 
Mr. Stanley H. Dodwell, Mr. E. 
Davidson and Mr, D. C. Edmondston) 
was appointed to consider the matter 
in the Ilght of any further informa- 
tlon received as. to Government 
policy, a member ..of the General 
Committee having undertaken’ to 
refer to Government certaln docu- 
ments which it was thought should 
lend to modification of Government's 
terms.

-- . Chamber Report. 


Tho 


discontinuation of the Chinese Language Schoo! was ox- 


plained by the Hongkong General Chamber ‘of Commerco in its 


annual report, 


which says that the reasons for the failure wero lack 


of direction from o European Director of Studies, an insufficient 
number of pupils and lack of suitable accommodation. 


The report states: 

The. Generat Committce accepted, 
with xegret, o .recommendation by 
the’ Chinese Language Schoot Sub- 
committee that the Chamber's classes 
in Cantonese Collogutal and Mandar- 
in be discontinued ns from November 
30, 1038.” 


_ The. Languane School Committec’s 
report, dated September 30, was os 
follows: “We have given carcful- 
consideration to the present working 
_of the School: and to its future. 
While convinced of the bencilts to be; 
derived from n good Iknowlcdge of 
the Chinese Janguoge and the 
neceasity for the Chamber to provide 
facilities for the teaching thercof, the 
Sub-Committee Js forced to the 
Yamentable conclusion that the 
School, ax at present constituted, 
falls very short of tie essentlal 
‘standard. aa 


“Briefly, the School has falled for 
the following reasons: (1) Lack of 
direction from o European Director 
of Studies; 2 ‘An insuMeclent num- 
ber of pupils; (3) Lack of sultabl 
‘zecommodation. , 

“Careful consideration hos already 
been given to waya'and means of 
reorganisation, and all members of 
the Chamber have been circularlsed 
in order to ascertain the prospects of 
“obtaining new pupils. The response: 
ig most discouraging and such as to 
rule out, on financial grounds, any 
question of the employment of 4 
European Director of Studies. 


Funds Required 


“mn these circumstances, the Sub- 
Committee have reached the con- 
clusion thant « school of adequate 
stundard, and therefore requiring 
direction from a European Director: 
of Studies, could only be maintained 
with financial assistance from the 
Chumber. Unless the Chamber ac- 
cepts the view that adequate facillt- 
jes should be provided and is pre- 
pared to provide the funds therefore, 
the Sub-Committee has, to its great 
regret, no alternative but to recom- 
mend that the School be discontinued 
ag soon as conveniently possible. 


“In submitting this recommenda- 
tlon, the Sub-Committce suggests that 
' as the present’ honorary examiners 
have signified their willingness to act, 
the Chamber should « still provide 
facilities for examinations, and,. in 
nddition (for the benefit-of enquirers) 
Keep a register of qualified Chincse 
teachers known to them. 


In accepting the Language School 
Committce’s recommendation, — the 
Gencral Committce decided that (a 
circular should be fssucd annually to 
members, and if at any time thero 
were indications of sufficient support, 
vonsideration would be given to re- 
opening the School. 

The Committee's decision to dis- 
continue the classes was circulnted to 
members on October 19 and It wos 
intimated thatthe services of the 
honorary examiners In Cantonese 

“were atl avallnble for the Final 
Certificate Examination, the require-

Cantonese. Members were also in- 
formed that arrangements could still

Chamber of Commerce examinations 
in Mandarin and that a register of 
qualified Cantonese und Mandarin 
teachers known to the Chamber would 
be kept for the reference of members, 


Representations to Government 


Prior to the decision to discontinue 
the Chamber's classes a letter, dated 
June 7, had been addressed to Gov~ 
ernment stating that if a school for 
the teaching of the Chinese language 

. to cadets and other civil servants was 
- established by the Government, the 
Chamber would welcome the oppor- 
tunity of considering with Govern- 
ment the merging of the Chambci's 
Langunge School with the new orga 
nisation. In this connection, refer- 
1 enee was made to the presence in 
Hongkong of Dr, Erwin Relfler, of 
Viennu University, and it wus inti- 
mated, that Dr, Reifler's methods hnd 
been tried in Hong Kony snd found 
lo be of great assistance to students. 

The Government replicd on June 
28, os follows: “As you are Drobably 
aware it has for long bern the 
practice to send Cadet OMcers ind 
Police Probnatloners to Canton or 
Macao for tanguage study, and. the 
syllabus laid down for their cx- 
uminations makes Individual tuition 
by single teachers almost ‘essential, 
Ut is true :that, some years ago an 
uttempt was mnde In connection with 
the Chinese Schoo) at the Honglong 
University to conduct  Innguage

Index. 


Various Factors Keep 
"Figure High 


~~ London, pa ‘ 

Commenting on the fact oO 
Reuter's United Kingdom _ staple 
commodity index Is at present 141.8, 
compared with 135.1 one month ago, 
the Financlal. News points out that 
this Is primarily due to the rise of 
sugar and tin, for which there are 
several explanations. 


The former was affected by crop 
failures In Europe and Indio, the 
disappearance of Czecho-Slovakia's 
expected contribution to the free 
market, and rumours that United 
Kingdom stocks have to be main- 
tuined permanently at 500,000 tons. 


‘The immediate cause of the rise 
of tin has been the sudden buying 
by the United States, due to fears 
that, the shipping routes might be 
dislocated in the event of war, while 
the undeNylng cause has.been the 
delayed revival of the’ United States 
{tinplate industry. 


The failure of other commodities 
to rise above what are mostly de- 
pression levels may: be explaincd by 
three gencral causes, adds — the 
writer, 

First, there is the general check 
to speculative activity imparted by 
the political tension; second, the 
accumulation of very heavy stocks 
owing to last year's Industrial sct- 
back; and finally, heavier armament 
demands this year have been fully 
offset by slackening business in 
America. : 

In these various ways, says the 
writer, suMcient sinc has been 
created, even at existing levels of 
production, but once this slack has 
been taken up, there Its slill an 
enormous margin of unused. capacity 
{uo be tnkten up before uny substantial 
tise can occur. 

It would be difficult to base a rather 
sudden advance in commodities 
upon any serious or immediate ex- 
pectation of inflationary trends, says 
‘The Times city columnist. There 
hus been so far little sign of. any 
real expansion in speculative activity 
in the big terminal markets such as 
would accompany expectations of tnat 
kind.

APPEAL FOR RENEWAL 


Expiration of All Pier 
Leases in 1949 


An announcement by His Excel- 
lency the Governor _on October 13, 
1938 , that it was not the present 
Intention of the Government to re-~ 
‘new existing pier leases, ull of which 
expire on December 31, 1049, was 
the subject of representations to 
Government by the Chamber of 
Commerce, according to the Cham- 
ber’s annual report. : 

By Ietter dated October 18, the 
following representations were re- 
celved on behalf of interests con- 
cerned: 3 

(1) That it is a matter of impor- 
tant principle that the development 
of the Harbour should be left in the 
hands of private enterprise which 
has been responsible for the growth 
and organisation of the trade of 
Hongkong. 

That it is essential to the pros- 
perity of Hongkong that Harbour 
facilities be kept as cheap as possible, 
und experience elsewhere goes to 
show that this is most likely to be 
secured under private enterprise. 

(2) That tae wharf coupanies 
which have, at thelr own expense, 
developed their frontages, should be 
In a position to look forward to 
assured possession and control of 
their own activities and, in the 
opinion of the members addressing 
the Chamber, the trade and develope 
ment of the port . would be better 
served by a decision of the Govern- 
ment to renew existing plier leases 
at favourable terms when they ex- 
pire. : ee at 

In addressing the Government on 
October 25, the Committee of the 
Chamber expressed agreement with 
the above views and: submitted that 
it was essentlal that, at‘the carliest 
possible moment, the Government 
should define its policy in | this 
matter.

“Impressions Of 
Visitor To 
_Japanese Cities 
A local resident who recently made 
a trip up: north writes of his im« 
pressions on conditions in ~ Japan, 


Koren and ‘Southern’ Manchurla. He 
writes as follows: : 


Hongkong’ has heard so many 
rumours about Japan and Japanese 


officials lately. that it is diMcult to] ’ 


know .just what to‘bellove, ‘ Judging 
by experienco on-a trip just com- 
pleted through Japan, Korea and 
Southern Monchurin many of these 
rumours. are -exaggerations of the 
truth. faeens 

The {frequency .of ‘customs and 
Possport examination scemed rather 
ridiculous, but. throughout the whole 
tour officlals were unfailingly pleas- 
ant so long os they met with ordinary 
normal’ politenéss.- ‘Tourists who 
show irritation are just a nulsance’ 
to fellow . passengers, the’ official 
thoroughneys which results meaning 
Q general hold up. Passport officials’ 
were methodical throughout and took 
coplous notes, but. Customs officials 
scemed interested only in books and 
tobacco. In Japan, books were ex- 
amined carefully; even children’s 
comic papers were - suspected, but 
throughout the whole tour no men-~ 
tlon was made concerning cameras or 
photographs, not even in fortified 
zones, Police officials seemed doubly 
cautious In Korea, which: was the 
only place where (to our knowledge) 
we were kept under observation. 


Our “observer” accompanted us in 
the train right up to the Manchurinn 
border. Actually this proved to be 
o great advantage as he set himself 
up to be a congenfal companion and 
was full of information concerning 
the country. 


The statement we often hear in 
Hongkong that "Japan wants to help 
China” is genuincly true os regards 
Joapaneie civilians They know noth- 
ding of what is really going on in 
China, of course, and honestly cannot 
understand why China will not ac- 
cept thelr help. They are so gen= 
ulnely concerned about this that 
there fs a movement amongst Tokyo 
residents to send a civil ‘deputation 
to renson with Chiang Kal-shek. (It 
will be interesting to see if the 
Government allows such a gesture). 


One gets the impresston that 
clvilians in Japan are rather anxious 
concerning affaira in China, In Korea 
they exhibit pride of Japanese con- 
quest, In Manchurla they ‘ore silent 
under armed control. 


-Tourist ‘Trafic’. 


In Japan the tourtst traffic js small 
compared with normal times, and js 
composed almost entirely sof Amerl- 
cans. In Korea and-Manchurin it is 
nil. So for as the tourist is con- 
cerned there Ss no apparent war 
depression, but the absence of wool- 
len: clothing is noticcable, also the 
complete absence of foreign _ goods 
Every single thing 
from toothpicks to tinned ‘fruits is 
“made in Japan.” This is allegedly 
only a temporary measure but is de- 
plored by European residents— 
Japanese tinned fruit is not up to 
comparative standard. The only 
thing which’ the tourist misses is 
hotels, and on’ trains there just isn’t 
any. __ 


The Japanese say their bert troops 
have not been sent to Chino, cer- 
tainly the number of men of eligible 
military uge in the streets is most 
noticeable. Travelling gown Japan 
and up through Korea there were 
farewells to soldiers at almost every 
station, but there were never more 
than two or three soldiers at a time. 
There were also. frequent pathetic 
scenes of ceremony over ashes re- 
turned from the front. In Man- 
churia every station was under arm- 
ed guard—the Japanese have had 
very. Ittle success with Manchurian 
troops sent to occupied nreas, A 
large proportion of them have de-

In North 
China there is also a unique differ- 
ence of-exchange with Shanghal on 
the National dollar. The Japancse 
authorities are trying to establish the 
Federal Reserve dollar and threaten 
to behcad-any Chinese found with 
National dollars in their possession. 
On ‘the other hand the guerillas be-; 
head anyone found with Federal Re- 
serve dollars in their possession. 
How the Chinese avold one penalty 
or the other remains a mystery, but 
meanwhile one can buy Natlonal dol-, 
lors. in: Chefoo and sclt them in 
Shanghai at 10 per cent. proflt. 


- .We. have heard stories in Hong- 
kong about Japanese soldicrs mak- 
‘Ing Chinese civilians bow or .raise 
their hats. This ts certainly done in 
North China but in consideration of 
the fact that it is only what the 
Japanese civilians do as a matter of]* 
course, the Japancse soldiers can 
hardly be accused in this matter of 
brutal ‘assertion of authority. There 
were, however, some very brutal 
scenes in the earlier days of the war. 


The general Jasting impression of 
the trip is that the clvillans ‘In Japan, 
Korea and Manchuria have three! 
totally different outlooks towards the 
war in China, The Japanese would! 
be genuinely horrified if they knew; 
the truth of what. {is happening in! 
China, ..but_it..is doubtful _if.. the, 
Koreans would. The Manchuriansi 
ore, still a part of China under 
Japanese military control. 


No short wave radio sets are ol- 
lowed In Japan and in North China 
all Chinese owned sets, short and 
long wave, have been confisonted. 
Europenns in North China, however,

“A GREAT experiment which is ‘likely to guarantee 
for Britain complete petrol .and oil supplies for her Air 
Force, Navy, and'mechanised Army without the need for 
oil from abroad is now nearing a successful completion, 

Government experts‘ who have watched the experi- 
ment from its earliest stages are satisfied that the new 


process is practicable. 

They have ‘checked every stage of 
the experiment, and vo satisfied ure 
they that, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, they have obtained an agree- 
ment for first rights in the invention. 

Up til now the closest secrecy has 
been miintalned. AN that Is known 
is that the works whero the experl- 
ments Fave taken place are * 
North England—but not at Billing 

m-on-Tees, where existing oll 
from-conl plants are located. 

It Is known, too, that tho new

Commissioners, Mr. Clement Davies, 
K.C., M.P,, and Dr. F. J. H Coutts, 
formerly a tuberculosis expert fin the

Carmarthenshire: In Llandovery 
there Js one street where there is a 
row of houses all condemned. They 
are all Inhabited.

Chungking May 3. 
The Yunnan- Burma highway was 
described to the American publle in 
a radio brondcast made from Chunk- 
king by Dr, Francis K. Pan, Director 
of the General Affairs Department 
of the Ministry of Communications, 
recently, Dr, Pan sald In part: 
“Attention has been directed late~ 
ly to the three international high- 
ways In the North-west and South- 
west of Chinn. First Is the Lan- 
chow-Hami-Tihua and the Soviet 
Border hlghway. Then in the south, 
the Kweilin-Nanning, Indo-China 
Border highway. The third high- 
way In the Yunnan-Burma highway, 
running from Kunming via Tslante 
yuen and Paoshan to Anting. There 
the highway branches to the north 
to Bhamo on the Irrawaddy River to 
Anting ‘and {s 610 miles, that from 
‘Ariting to Lashio, 116 miles, und that 
from Anting to Bhamo 110 miles. 
Both sections are In Burmese terri- 
tory. Direct communication — is 
available from Lashio and Bhamo to 
Flangoon, the capital of Burma. 
“The Yunnon-Burmn — highway's 
construction was bepun in August, 
1937. Not until recently, however, 
vere finishing touches added, such 
ag fhe necessary surfacing and 
strengthening of roudbeds and 
bridges, thus — bringing the entire 
highway up to war requirements. 
However, improvement work is still 
being kept up in the hopc that even 
during the ralny season, now fust 
approsching, thé road may still be 
used for transportation.

Chungking. May 3. 

The densely populated sections of 
the city were subjected this after- 
noon to a severe bombing by the 
Japanese for the frst tlme this year. 

The explosions started many fires 
and the casualties are belleved to be 
houvy.—Reuter. 


HUGE FIRES RAGE 


. Chungking, May 3. 

Dense clouds of smoke with flames 
shooting in muny places to 100 fect 
in the alr overhung the city this 
afternoon as hundreds of firemen 
nnd coolies sought to stem the con- 
Magrations from the alr raid. 

Observers report that 45 Japanese 
planes took part in the rald, but that 
only 22 managed to reach Chungking, 
the rest belng intercepted by Chinese 
pursult planes down river. 

The Chinese estimate that three 
Japanese bombers were shot down, 
of which the United Press corres- 
-pondant saw one and two Japanese 
landing by — parachute. Forcign. 
observers declare that one 
Japanese plane was shot down and 
two Chinese pursult machines brought 
down in,an dogfight ‘starting over 
| the clty and continuing up river, * 

‘The Japanese unloaded mostly in~ 
cendlary and light demolition bombs, 
starting seven separate fires includ- 
ing a quarter mile area of the river 
front, The only foreign property hit 
‘avos the Franco-Chinese Navigation 
Company which was destroyed by a 
dlirect hit. 

The streets present a mass of 
debris and tangled wires and the air 
is thick with smoke. All ght and 
clephone services were cut off when 
the main wires Jn the business area 
were shuttered. When the raid 
ended the streets were clogged with 
masses of Chinese swarming to the 
banks of the Yangtse and the Central 
| Park carrying belongings, saved from 
the- fire-swept-arens. 


.» QUICKLY OVER 


The raid was evidently deliberately 
designed to wipe out the city as the 
raiders flew over the city twice and 
then from up xiver swept over the 
bridge holding the business and re- 
sidentlal area, unlonding oll the 
bombs in less than two minutes and 
not attempting to bomb the Govern- 
ment areas, During the bombing 
the Japanese machine-gunned ‘the 
population and the alr was many 
times filled with shrapnel from antl- 
alreraft guns and machine gun bul- 
lets, The Yangtse was filled with 
debris when several sampans were 
destroyed, the bombs hitting the 
river edge. 

The casualties are estimated at 
500, including 100 dead, but details 
wlll not be available until the fires 
subside and the debris js uncovered.

RENEWAL OF LEASES | 


Government Policy — 


An interesting position regarding the-rendwal of Crown Icases 


General Chamber of Com- 
Mention of' this is 


mado in the annual report of the Chamber, which revicws the whole 


situation. It saya: 


In Hongkong, ownership of land Is 
with a very few exceptions—-in lense- 
hold from the. Crown. .Some naval 
and St, John's 
Cathedral and precincts, are held in 
feo slmple. The oldest lensca grant- 
ed were for 76-ycars, In 1640, icascs 
for 099 yenrs were. nuthorised, and 
existing 76 year Icascs were convert- 
In .the .elghtics of 
fast century the Issuc of #99 year 
leases ceased, and 75 year Icascs 
without option of renewal were re= 
Introduced, About 1898 the stondard 
period became 75 years, renewable 
for another. 75 ycars, without pay- 
ment of premium, at a Crown Rent 
to be assessed by the Director of 
Publle Works as a falr rental valuc 
of the ground at the date . of re- 
newal. This is now the usual perlod 
of tenure. 

In the Leased Territorics the sys- 
tem of tenure was originally a 75 
yeurs lease from 1890 with an option 
of renewal to a date just within the 
perlod of the New Territorles lease 
(which runs for 99 years from 1898). 
With the. cMux of time shorter and 
shorter Icnses have thus been granted 
in the New Territorles, 

The General Committee of the 
Chamber hed under consideration 
during 1038 Government policy’ con- 
cerning the renewal of the lenses for 
75 yoors, without’ an option of re- 
newal, entered Into rbout 1885, as to 


which representations had’ been re- 
celved that differences ‘of opinion 
hal arlsen between property owners 
and the Government. Desiring to 
develop their property, certain own- 
cra enquired os to the terms upon 
which Government would be pre- 
pared to issue an extension of {heir 
tennncy for a further 75 years after 
expiry.of.the first 75°. ycars,..The 
Government replied that a premium 
would be payable, also increased 
Crown Rent for the remainder of 
the first 75 years period, at the expiry 
of, which the lease holder would be 
entitled to a renewal for.a further 
term of 75 yeurs at such rent os shall 
be fixed by the Director of" Public 
Works as the fair and reasonnbic 
rental] -value of the ground at the 
date of such renewal, 


Enormous Increase 


The figure mentloned by Govern- 
ment us representing the. increased 
Crown Rent which would be payable 
Was, in. some cases, five times the 
nmount nt present pold by the hold- 
ers of such lIcases. The amount of 
premium payable varied according to 
the property. One owner of property 
on the Peale submitted that, under 
these tcrms, he would be called upon 
to pay an additional, sum of ap- 
proximately $7,000 over the unexpired 
portion of hls present Crown Lease. 

Another Instance reported to the 
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Committee concerned-the: owners -of 
property held on lease for 75 years 
of which there were 26 years still 
to run, The terms’ Government 
offered were renewal for 75 years all 
told, including the unexpired 26 
years, increased Crown Rent and a 
Qne'or premium to be paid im- 
mediately, This, it was submitted, 
would mean that when the 20-years 
expired and there-would be 75 ycars, 
lesa 26, to go, the Company ‘would 
have paid .in increased Crown Rent 
and fine, the sum of $468,000, 

It was further submitted that. ac- 
ccptance of-.the terms-offered by 
Government in respect of renewals of 
leases for Peak property alone would 
involve, over a period of ‘the next 
40 years, payment in premiums and 
increased Crown Rent of an cnorm= 
ous sum, ‘ 

It was gathered that the Govern- 
ment's + view was thot holders of 
leases for 75 years with the option of 
renewal for another 75 years should 
be regarded as being in a more ad- 
vantageous position - than holders of 
leases for 75 years only, ‘ 

On behale of proferty owners, 
however, ‘¢ was submitted that hold-

plained by the Hongkong Goneral Chamber’of Commerce in its 


annual report, which says that the rcasons c 
of direction. from a European Director of Studies, 


for the failure were Inck 
an insufficient 


‘number of pupils and lack of suitable accommodation. 


The report states: « 

The General Committee accepted, 
with regret, a recommendation by 
the Chinese Language School Sub- 

. commitiee that the Chamber's classes 
in Cantonese Colloquial nnd Mandar- 
In bo discontinued as from November 
30, 1038, : 


The Language School Committee's 
report, dated September 30, wis as 
Tollows: “We have given careful 

: consideration to the present working 
ot the School and to Its future. 

~ While convinced of the benefits to be 
derlved from a good knowledge of 
the Chinese Inngugre and the 
necessity for the Chamber to provide 
facilittes for the teaching thercof, the 
Sub-Committee 1s forced to the 
lamentable conclusion that = the 
School, an at present constituted,” 
falls very short of tne essential 
standard, . 

“Briefly, the School has falled for 
the following reasons: (1) Laci of 
direction from a European Director 
of Studies; (2) An insuMcient num- 
ber of puplis; (3) Lack of sultable 
necommodation. 


“Careful consideration has already 
been given to ways and means of 
reorganisation, and nll members of 
the Chamber have been circularlsed 
in order to ascertain the Prospects of 
obtaining new pupils. The response 
is most discouraging and such as to 
rule out, on finnneial grounds, any 
question of the employment of" a 
European Director of Studies. 


Funda Required 


“tn these circumstances, the Sub- 
Committee have reached the con- 
clusion that a school of adequate 
standard, and therefore requiring 
direction from a European Direotor 
of Studles, could only be maintained 
with financial assistance {rom the 
Chamber. Unless the Chamber ac- 
cepts the view that adequate facllit- 
Jes should be .provided and is pre- 
pured to provide the funds therefore, 
the Sub-Committee hus, to Its great 
regret, no niternative but to recom- 
mend that the School be discontinued 
as soon as conveniently possible. 


“In submitting this recommenda. 
tion, the Sub-Commitice suggests that 
as the present honorary examiners 
have signified their willingness to act, 
fhe Chamber should — still provide 

facilities for examinations, and, in 
additlon (for the benefit of enquirers) 
keep a register of qualificd Chinese 
teachers known to them." 


In accepting the Language Schnol 
Committee's recommendation, - the 
General Committee decided that a 
circular should be issued annunlly to 
members, and if at any time there 
were indications of sufficient support, 
consideration would be given to. re- 
opening tha School. ; 

The Committce’s: decision to dis- 
continue thd classes was circulated to 
members: on October 19 und it (vas 
intimated that the services| of the 
honorary examiners .in Cantonese 
were still available for the Final 
Certificate Examination,-the requirc- 
ment. for which -1s that a student 
shall be able to conduct his cvoryday 


————" business “through the “medium-~ of 


Cantonese. Members were also ine 
formed that arrangements could still 
be made whereby students could 
take in Hongkong the Shanghaj 
Chamber of Commerce examinations 
‘In Mandarin and: that a register of 
qualificd Cantonese and Mandarin 
teachers known to the Chamber would 
. be kept for the reference of members, 


Nepresentations to Government 


Prior to the decision to discontinue 
the Chamber's classes a letter, dated 
June 7, had been addressed to Gov- 
ernment stating that if a school for 
the teaching of the Chinese Janguage 
to cadets and other civil servants was 
established by the Government, the 
Chamber would welcome the oppor- 
tunity. of considering ‘with Govern- 
ment, the merging of the Chamber's 
Language School with the new orga- 
nisatlon, In this connectlon, refer- 
ence was,made to the presence in 
Hongkong of Dr.’ Erwin Reifleur, of 
Vienna University, and it wus Intl- 
mated that Dr. Reifler’s methods hnd 
been tried In Hong Kong and found 
to be of great assistance to students. 

The Govelnment replicd on June 
28,03 follows:-“As you are probably 
aware it has for long been the 
practice to send Cadet OMeers and 
Police Probatloncrs to Canton or 
Macao for language study, and the’ 
syllabus laid down for thelr ex- 
aminotions makes individual tuition 
by single tedchers almost casential. 
tt ts true that some years ago an 
‘attempt was made In conncctlon with 
the Chinese School at the Hongkong 
University to ‘conduct Innguage

Commenting on the fac 
Reuter’s United Kingdom’ staple. 
commodity Index Is at present 141.8, 
cepared with 135.1 one month ago, 
the Financtal News points out that 
thls Is primurtly due to the risc of 
xugar and tln, for which there are 
several explanations. 


The former was affected by crop 
failures in Europe and India, the 
disappearance of Czecho-Slovakio's 
expected contribution to the free 
market, and rumours that United 
Kingdom stocks have to be main- 
toined permanently at 500,000 tons. 


‘The immediate cause of the rise 
of tin has‘been the sudden buying, 
by the United States, duc to fears 
that the shipping routes might be 
dislocated in the event of war, while 
the underlying cause has been the 
delnyed revival of the United Statos 
{inplate industry. 


The fatlure of other commodities 
to rise above what are mostly de- 
pression levels may be explained by 
three general causes, adds , the 
writer, 

First, there is the general check 
tu speculative actiyity imparted by 
the political tension; second, the 
accumulation of: very heavy atocks

APPEAL FOR RENEWAL 


Expiration of All Pier 
Leases in 1949 


An announcement by’ His Excel- 
lency_the Governor on October 13, 
“19387, that “It” was” not “the present 
{Intentlon of the Government to re- 
new existing pier leases, ull of which 
expire on December 31, 1049, was 
the subject of representations to 
Government by the Chamber of 
Commerce, according to the Cham- 
ber’s annual report. 

By letter dated October 18, the 
following representations ,were re- 
ecived on behaif of interests con- 
cerned: 

(1) That it is a matter of Impor- 
tant principle that the development 
ofthe Harbour should be left In the 
hands of private cnterprise which 
has been responsible for tho growth 
and organisatlon of the trade of 
Hongkong. : 

That St is essentini to the pros- 
perity of Hongkong that Harbour 
faciliti¢s be kept ns cheap as possible, 
and experience elsewhere gocs to 
show that this is most Ilkely to be 
secured under private enterprise. 

(2) That tue wharf coupanics 
which have, at thelr own ¢xpense, 
developed their frontages, should be 
in a position to look forward to 
assured possession and control of 
thelr own activities and, in the 
opinion of the members addressing 
the Chamber, the trade and develop- 
ment of the port would be better 
served by a decision of the Govern- 
ment to renew existing picr leases 
at favourable terms when they ex- 
pire. : 

In_ addressing the Government on 
October 25, the Committee, of the 
Chamber expressed agreement with 
the above views and submitted that 
{t was essential that, at the carlicst 
possible moment, the Government 
should define its policy in. this 
matter. Attention was invited | to

TRIP UP. 
NORTH 


Impressions Of | 
Visitor To 
Japanese Citios. 


A local realdent who recently made 
a trip up. north writes of his Im- 
pressions on conditions in Japan, 
Koren and Southern Manchuria, He 
writes os follows: 


Hongkong hos heard so many 
rumours about Jopan and Japanese 
officials Intely that it is difficult to 
know just what to believe. Judging 
by experlenco on a trip just com- 
pleted through Jopap, Korea and 
Southern Manchuria many of these 
Fumourg are exaggerations of the 

uth, 


The frequency of customs and 
Passport examination seemed rather 
ridiculous, but throughout the whole 
tour officials were unfailingly pleas~ 
ant so long as they met with ordinary 
normal politeness, Tourists who 
show Irritation aro just a nulsance 
to f{cllow passengers, the official 
thoroughness which results meaning 
a general hold up. Passport officials 
were methodical throughout and tool 
copious notes, but Customs officials 
seemed Interested only. in books and 
tobacco. In Japan, books were cx- 
amined carefully, .cven children’s 
comic papers were suspected, but 
throughout the whole tour no men- 
tion was made concerning camcras or 
photographs, not even in fortified 
zones, Police officials seemed doubly 
cautious In Korea, which was the 
only place where (to our knowledge) 
we were kept under observation, 


Our “observer” accompanied us in 
the train right up to the Manchurian 
border, Actually this proved to be 
a’ great advantage as he sect himself 
up to be a congenial companion and 
was full of information concerning 
the country, ; 


‘ The statement wo often hear in 
Hongkong that “Japan wants to help 
China” is genuinely true as‘ regards 
Japanese civilians They know noth- 
ing cf what is reolly going on in 
Ching, of course, and honestly cannot 
understand why China will not ac~ 
cept thelr help. They ore so gen= 
ulnely concerned about this that 
there Is a movement amongst Tokyo 
residents to send o civil deputation 
to reason with Chiang Kal-shek. (It 
will be interesting to see. if the 
Government allows stich a gesture), 


Once gets the impression that 
elvilians in Japan are rather anxious 
concerning affairs in China, in Korea 
they exhibit pride of Japancse con- 
quest, in Manchurla they are silent 
under armed control. : 


Tourist Trafflc 


Tn Japan the tourist traMec fs small 
compared with normal times, and js 
composed almost entirely of Ameri- 
cans, In Korea and Manchuria it is 
nil So far as the tourist ‘ls con- 
cerned there {is no apparent war 
depression, but the absence of wool- 
len clothing js noticeable, also the 
complete absence of forcign - goods 
in the shops. Every single thing 
from toothpicks. to tinned fruits is 
“mode in Japan.” This 1s allegedly 
only a temporary measure but is de- 
plored by European residents— 
Japanese tinned fruit is not up. to 
comparative standard. The only 
thing which the’ tourlst misses is 
hotels, and on trains there just isn’t 


have not been sent to China, cer- 
tainly the number of men of eligible 
military age in the streets is most 
noticeable, Travelling down Japan 
and up through Korea there were 
farewells to soldiers at almost every 
station, but there were never more 
than two or three soldiers at a time, 
There were also frequent pathetic 
scenes of ceremony over ashes re- 
turned from the front.

All means of. transport in Japan, 
Korea and Manchuria fs full and re~ 
servations must be made a week 
ahead. This fs allegedly owing to a 
business boom but in reality seems 
to be due to the yen exchange rates, 
There are seventeen yen to the 
pound stirling In Japan, 27 in Shang- 
hai and 33 in Pelping. Apparcntly 
the more soldiers there aro to be; 
paid the more yen there are on the 
market and the lower the exchange. 
The Japanese government is very 
concerned about these differences but 
seem to be unabldé to control them. 
All trains and boats are inevitably 
full of people travelling to buy cheap 
yen, and mony business houses are 
making more on exchange than out 
of normal business, . 


Currency Problems 


There are all sorts of restrictlons 
about the amount of moncy. which 
may be taken into or out of the 
country—but still the rush continucs, 
there seems to be a way of overcom- 
ing cach new restriction. In North 
China there js also a unique differ- 
ence of exchange with Shanghai on 
the National: dollar. The Japanese 
authorities are trying to establish the 
Federal Reserve dollar and threaten 
to behead any Chinese found with 
National dollars in thelr possession. 
On the other hand the guerillas be- 
head. anyone found with Federal Re- 
serve dollars In their possession, 
How the Chincse avold one penalty 
or the other remaing a mystery, but 
meanwhile one can buy National dol- 
lars in Chefoo and sell them 
Shanghal at 10 per cent. profit. 


We. have heard stories in Hong- 
kong about Japanese soldiers make 
ing Chinese civilians bow or raise 
thelr hats, This fs certainly done in 
North China but in consideration of 
the fact that it tz only what the 
Japanese civilians ‘do as a matter of 
course, the Japanese soldicrsa . can 
hardly be accused in this matter of 
brutal assertion of authority. There’ 
were, however, some very brutal

HELPING THE POLICE 
Man’s Claim When Charged 
_ With Impersonation © 


Wong Mai, 20, unemployed, who 
claimed to be a Boy Scout, and who 
paid it was his duty to help the 
authorities enforce the law, was 
charged before Mr. Macfadyen at 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday with 
Impersonating a police officer ond 
common assault on Kwok Hong, 22, 
house-boy. He pleaded not gulity to 
the first count but gullty to the 
second, 


Kwok said that he was playing 
cards with {friends in Bowrlng 
Street, Yaumati, on Tucsday, when 
Wong caught hold of his collar and 
struck him several blows on the 
chest, saying he was a policeman and 
that he was arresting him. He led 
him along the strect, telling him thot 
if he were taken to the police station 
he would be fined severnl dollars, 
and offering to Iet him go for $1. 


Kwok asked why he had been 
assaulted If all Wong wanted was 
money. Just then he saw a woman 
friend, borrowed 80 cents trom her, 
and gave it to Wong, who released 
him. .As Wong was walking away, 
Kwok asked for his number, - 


At that moment a Chinese, whom 
Kwok later discovered was a police- 
man, asked what was the matter, 
Kwok told him and Wong was 
arrested. Wong was searched and 50 
cents found in his pocket, but when 
they reached the police station, the 
money ‘was gonc, 


Sald Man Cheated 
Wong denied the allegations, de- 


‘claring he had not told Kwok he was 


policeman but that he was a Boy 
Scout. He alleged that the witness 
secured by. Kwok had been taught 
his evidence. -Wong claimed -he was 
a.member of the 15th Kowloon 


‘Troop of Scouts, and also that he had 


formerly becn employed in the Royal 
Enginéers. His sole object in taking 
Kwok to the-police station was be- 
eause the man had cheated at cards 
and also becouse he’ had been 
gambling. ; 

“I consider it my duty to help 
the authorities,” said Wong. “It is 
my. duty as o Boy Scout to assist at 
fires and to prevent crime, I have 
been given testimonials by -the 
Police ‘for assisting in the arrest of 
miscreants, I was taking Kwok to 
the pollce station as I hoped to get 
a medal or a reward.” 

Convicting Wong, Mr. Macfadyen 
sald he was quite satisied he had 
aracter__of_a_police 
officer. 

Sgt. Johnston sald there was no 
criminal recard.against Wong but he 
was well-known to the police as a 
notorious bully in the Yaumatl dis- 


ct. 

Mr. Macfadyen told Wong that his 
offence was a serious one. Many 
people were ignorant of the powers 
of -the police, and those who had 
seen him accept the bribe and be- 
lieved he was a policeman would 
hold a.bad opinion of the Police 
Force and bring it to disrepute,

Homes Are Worse 
Than Shanghai Slums 


OUSING conditions that “baffle 

description” and are “worse than 
could be found In the native quarter 
of Shanghai," are indicted in the re- 
port of & committee of Inquiry into 
anti-tuberculosls services ‘in . Wales 
and Monmouthshire, published re- 
cently, : 


The report says the high death 
rate from tuberculosis is largely 
caused by bad housing. Local coun- 
ceils are’ accused, of apathy, neglect, 
and even “sheer dercliction of duty.” 


It Is significant, says the report, 
that the disease is referred to in 
Wales by the fatalistic name of 
“¥ dicat" (The Deellne). 

The inquiry has been made by two 
Commissioners, Mr. Clement Davies, 
K.C,, M.P., and Dr. F. J. H. Coutts, 
formerly u tuberculosis expert in the 
Ministry of Hoalth.

‘KWANGTEH, May 4. 

CHINESE forces in Kiangsu 
scored ao dramatic success yester- 
day morning when they regained 
Ihing, on the west bank of the 
Taihu Lake, and Lishui, at the 
mouth of the’ Chin Hwai River, 
about 35 miles southeast of Nan- 
king, in a surprise offensive.

For Sedition 


- LE HAGUE, May 3: 

A BILL for the preservation 
of public order was tabled by .the 
Netherlands Government in the 
second Chamber to-day, and 
provides new penalties, not cx. 
ceeding four ycars imprisonment, 
for persons convicted of wilfully 
spreading false accusations 
against the Government, or for 
defaming public institutions by 
word, writing or picture. - : 

Similar. ganalties ure — enacted 
against persis guilty of defaming 
or‘ publicly insulling ony group 
within the nation, whilst papers or 
periodicals containing matter of a 
defanatory or insulting nature us 
defined by the bill, maybe sup- 
pressed for a period not exceeding six 
sonths.- 

The second bill Introduced by the 
Government ‘provides for an increase 
in penalties for high treason, and 
defines more rigorously the crimes 
included -in this category. The pen- 
ally of imprisonment not exceeding 
five, years will be incurred by any 
person, found gutity -of- carrying—on 
“propaganda for partial or complete 
subjection of the Netherlands to the 
domination of a foreign power.” 

Political circles opine that the bills 
are mainly directed against the 
National Socialist movement Ied by 
M. Muswert which has violently at- 
tacked the existing democratic Parli- 
amentary reghne in its press, as well 
as in public meetings. 

The measure specially directed 
against defamation of ‘any group 
within the natlon is, according to 
the same circles, destined to repress 
growing antl-semitic agitation. It is 
considered certain that both bills will 
be .passed by Parliament.—Trans-

Chamber Of Commerce And 
Government Policy

merco is ot present considering the matter.. Mention of this is 
made in the annual report of the Chamber, which reviews tho whole 


situation. It says: 


In Hongkong, ownership of land Js 
with a very few exceptloni—in leasc- 
hold from the Crown, Soine naval 

‘and ‘military lands, and St. John's 
Cathedral and preefnets, are held in 
{ce simple. The oldest leases grant- 
ed were for 76 years. In 1849, leases 
for 990 years’ were authorised, ond 
extating 75 yenr leases were convert- 
cd accordingly, In the elghties of 
fost century. the. Issue of 090 year 
lenses ccascd, and 75 year lenses 
without option of renewal were ree 
introduced. About 1699 the standard 

* period became 75 years, renewable 
for another 75 years, without pay- 
ment of premium, ot a Crown Rent 
to be asscused by the Director of 
Public Works as a foir rental value 
of’ the ground at the date of re- 
newal. This is now the usual perjod 
of tenure, 

‘In the Leased Territories the sys- 
tem of tenure was originally a 75 
years Icase from 1898 with on option 
of renewul to a date Just within the 
period of the New Territories lease 
(which rung for 99.years from 1898), 
With the efflux of time shorter and 

- shorter leases have thus been granted 
in the New Territories, 

The General Comumittea «of the 
Chamber had under consideration 
during 1938 Government polley con- 
cerning the renewal of the leases for 
%6 yours, Without ‘an option of rece 
newal, entered into about 1885, as to 


which ‘representations had been re- 
celved’ that differences of opinion 
had arlsen between property owners 
and the Government. Desiring to 
develop thelr property, cerlaln own- 
ers enquired ns to. the terms upon 
which Government would be pre- 
pared to Issuc an extenslon of thelr 
tenancy for a further 75 years after 
expiry of the. first 75 ycars. The 
Government replied that_a premtum 
would be payable, also increased 
Crown Rent for the remainder of 
the first 75 years period, nt the expiry 
of which the lease holder would be 
entitled to a renewal for a further 
term of 75 years at such rent aa shall 
be fixed by the Director of Public 
Works on the fair and rensonable 
rental’ value. of the ground at ‘the 
date of such renewal, 


* Enormous Increase 


The Nyure mentloned by Govern- 
ment os representing the increased 
Crown Rent which would be payable 
Was, in some cases, five times the 
Amount at present paid by the hold- 
ers of such leases, The amount of 
premium payable varied according to 
the property. One owner of property 
on the Peak submitted that, under 
these terms, he would be called upon 
to pay oan nedditional sum of ap- 
proximately $7,000 over the unexpired 
portion of hig present Crown Lease, 

Another instance reported to the 


Committee concerned ‘the owners of 
property held on Ieaso for 75 yearg 
Gf which there were 20-yonrs still 
to run. Tho: terms: Government 
offered were renewal for 75 yours all 
told, including the unexpired ‘26 
yenrs, Increased. Crown Rent, and. a 
fine or premlum to be pald..im- 
mediately.' This, {t was submitted, 
would mean that when the 26 years 
expired and there would be 76 years,

leases for 75 years with the option of 
renewal for another 75 years should 
be regarded as being in a more ad- 
vantageous position than holders of 
lenses for.

On . behalf. of property owners, 
however, {t was submitted that hold~ 
ers' of 75 years lenses had exactly the

The. General Committee accepted,, 
with regret, a recommendation by 
tho, Chinese Language School Sub- 
committee that the Chamber's classes 
in Cantonese Colloquial and Mandar- 
‘fn be discontinued as from November 
- 30, 1938, i J 


The Language School Committee's 
report, dated Scptember 30, was of 
follows: “We have given careful 
consideration to the present working 
of the School and to ita future. 
-- While convinced. of the benciits to be 
derived from a good knowledge of 
the Chinese. Iangunge ‘and tlie 
necessity for the Chamber to provide 
facilities for tho teaching thereof, the 
Sub-Commitice, is forced ‘to the 
lamentable ‘conclusion that the 
School, an at present constituted 
falls very “short of the ‘essentla 
standard, 


“Briefly, the School has failed for 
the following reasons: (1)-Laci of 
Girection from a Europoan Dircctor 
of Studies; (2) An insufficient num- 
ber ‘of pupils; (3) Lack ‘of suitable 
accommodation. ee : 

“earetul consideration has already 
been given to ways and means of 
reorganisation, and oll members of 
the Chamber havo been circularised: 
in order to ascertain the prospects of 

obtaining new pupils. The response 

is most discouraging and such as to 

rule out, on financial grounds, any 

question of the employment of a 
‘European Director of Studies. 
Funds Required , 

"In these elrcumstances, the Sub- 
Committee have reached the cone 
clusion that a school of adequate 
standard, and therefore requiring 
direction from a Europeon Director 
of Studies, could-only maintained 
with fnonclal assistance from the 
Chamber. Unless the Chamber nc- 
cepts the view that adequate facilit- 
{és should be provided ond is. pre- 
pared to provide-the funds therefore, 
the Sub-Committee hag, to its great 
regret, no alternative but to recom- 
mend thot tho School be discontinued 
ns soon as conveniently possibic, 


“In submitting this recommenda- 
tion, the Sub-Committee suggests that 
as the present honorary examiners 
have signified their willingness to act, 
the Chamber should still provide 
factlities for examinations, and, 
addition (for the benefit of enquirers) 
keep a register of qualified Chinese 
teachers known to them." 


—t nccepling the Language ‘School 
., Committee's recommendation, the 
7 General Committee decided, that, 1 
circular should be issued annually to 
members, ond !f at any time there 
* were indications of sufficient support, 
consideration would be given to re- 
opening the School, 

The Committee’s decision to dis- 
continue the classes was circulated to 
members on October 19 und it was 
intimated that the services of the 
honorary examiners in Cantonese 
were slill available for the Final 
Certificate Examination, the require- 
ment for which is that a student 
shall be able to conduct his everyday 
business'—through--—{he- medium -- of}- 
Cantonese. Members were also in- 
formed that arrangements could still 
be made whereby students could 
take in Hongkong the . Shanghal 
Chamber of Commerce examinations 
in Mandarin and that a register, of 
qualified Cantonese and ‘Mandarin 
teachers known to the Chamber would 
be kept for the reference of membera,
